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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments have been considered but 
have been found unpersuasive, primarily because Coker clearly teaches a plural processor system with a "lock-step" functionality, while 
Rosenberg clearly teaches and motivates the "simultaneous halting" of plural processors as claimed. Further, Rosenberg teaches and 
motivates "restarting" because Rosenberg teaches old and well-known computer debugging techniques such as halting and restaring a 
processor. Therefore, Applicants' remarks and amended claim language does not appear to overcome the previous rejections as set forth 
in the previous Office Action. 

Additionally, were Applicants' remarks and amendments considered persuasive, the further limitations to the claim scope would necessitate 
further search and/or consideration. 
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
